Cheered on by half a dozen 
young green-shirted Earth Squad 
volunteers waving CHEARS 
signs, Maggie Cahalan was rec- 
ognized as Greenbelt’s 49th Out- 
standing Citizen. 

As a co-founder of CHEARS 
(Chesapeake Education, Arts 
and Research Society, chears. 
org), Cahalan promotes envi- 
ronmental stewardship projects 
protecting the health of all life 
in the Chesapeake Bay water- 
shed. One prominent project of 
CHEARS has been the establish- 
ment of Three Sisters Gardens 
in three locations around Green- 
belt: in Schrom Hills Park, near 
Springhill Lake Recreation Cen- 
ter and near the Community 
Center. Cahalan has contributed 
to the Green ACES advisory 
committee and Greenbelt Cli- 
mate Action Network. She also 
helped found the annual Green 
Man Festival, which has been 
held every year on Mother’s Day 
Weekend since May 2005, com- 
bining music, arts, environmental 
education and strong Greenbelt 
community spirit. 

Describing Cahalan, Selec- 


tion Committee Chair Bob Zugby 
stated, “The awardee could be 
someone who is committed to 
peace, justice and inclusion; or it 
could be an individual committed 
to preserving the environment; or 
it might be someone involved in 
educating the public about mat- 
ters of concern to all; or it might 
be a community organizer who 
brings all members of the com- 
munity together to cooperate on a 
project. Does one of these criteria 
apply to our Outstanding Citizen 
of 2022? No. All of them do.” 
On the Festival stage, Cahalan 
received a certificate of special 
recognition from U.S. Senator 
Ben Cardin. From the Mary- 
land General Assembly, Prince 
George’s County District 22 leg- 
islative team, Cahalan received 
a certificate in recognition of 
her “unwavering commitment 
to the Greenbelt Community,” 
presented by State Senator Paul 
Pinsky and State Delegate Nicole 
Williams (with Delegates Anne 
Healey and Alonzo Washington 
in absentia). Pinsky noted that

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City Council Debates ARPA 
Premium Pay for Employees

On August 29, Greenbelt City 
Council met for two separate 
sessions. The first was a special 
meeting to act on Premium Pay 
for city employees. One and a 
half hours and three motions 
later, the decision was that eli- 
gible city employees can expect 
to receive their American Rescue 
Plan Act (ARPA) Premium Pay 
checks by Friday, September 9. 

Premium Pay Groups 

Over 30 city employees, past 
and present, attended the special 
session on ARPA Premium Pay 
funding. Mayor Emmett Jordan 
started the meeting by describing 
that the past two years, 2020 and 
2021, have been times of stress 
and uncertainty for all citizens. 
All city employees kept their 
jobs, sometimes working from 
home and sometimes working 
out in the community in direct 
contact with citizens suffering 
from health and safety concerns. 
Interim City Manager Timothy 
George presented the staff recom- 
mendation on grouping employ- 
ees. Employees in direct contact 
with citizens (police officers, 
public works refuse workers, park 
rangers) and employees who have 
contact with those direct contact 
employees (code enforcement, 
other public works employees, 


police dispatch) are tier 1 em- 
ployees. Other employees are 
tier 2 employees. Unclassified 
employees are tier 3 employ- 
ees. Retirees are included in the 
groupings but resigned or termi- 
nated employees are not included 
in the groupings. 
Premium Payments 

Councilmember Judith Davis 
moved that tier 1 employees 
receive $7,000 total ($4,000 for 
2020 service, $3,000 for 2021 
service) and tier 2 employees 
receive $3,000 total ($2,000 for 
2020 service, $1,000 for 2021 
service) in ARPA Premium Pay. 
Jordan amended the motion to 
break these amounts into two 
payments. Councilmembers dis- 
cussed the tax implications of 
two payments. Resident Lore 
Rosenthal noted that the ARPA 
payments were for years 2020 
and 2021 and that further delay- 
ing payment by splitting the pay- 
ment into two staggered amounts 
was further delaying city employ- 
ees from receiving their ARPA 
distribution. The amendment 
failed. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts suggested that giving all 
employees equal amounts would

with the support of Cahalan and 
activists like her, Maryland has 
adopted the Climate Solutions 
Now Act. Pinsky said, “Maggie 
has worked diligently, knocking 
on doors to get people organized 
and engaged. It’s every town like 
Greenbelt that gives [legislative] 
colleagues the backbone to think 
of the future and take on these 
challenges.” County Council- 
member Todd Turner also noted 
the adoption of a climate action 
plan for Prince George’s County, 
acknowledging Cahalan’s tireless 
efforts in education and advocacy. 

Cahalan expressed overwhelm- 
ing gratitude to her family and 
friends. She began by acknowl- 
edging that Greenbelt occupies 
the traditional territory of the 
Nacotchtank (Anacostan) and Pis- 
cataway Conoy nations. Cahalan 
spoke eloquently about the need 
to work together: “We’re all kind 
of in the same boat, intercon- 
nected, working together on a 
spiral quilt. Some put little bright 
squares and circles, some have 
to go back and fix what’s broken 
and some recognize those who 
labor in any way to try to make 
things better.” 

At a reception in the City 
Council Chamber, with council 
members in attendance, Mayor 
Emmett Jordan presented Caha- 
lan with a beautiful replica of 
Roosevelt Center’s Mother and 
Child statue. Jordan noted that 
this award is “all about com- 
munity service — not just a re- 
quirement to graduate from high 
school, but a way of life — and 
this is so true of so many peo- 
ple in the room.” Outstanding

Thomas More College in Ken- 
tucky, and then to University of 
Illinois where Maggie earned a 
PhD in sociology. Bob was lab 
chief for the Climate and Radia- 
tion Lab at Goddard Space Flight 
Center. Maggie has worked for 
over 40 years doing research on 
demographic trends, primarily 
related to equity issues in higher 
education. She is a senior fellow 
at the Council for Opportunity in 
Education, Pell Institute for the 
Study of Opportunity in Higher 
Education, an organization dedi- 
cated to increasing access and 
success for low-income and po- 
tentially first-generation college 
students. 

Cahalan has long engaged 
in civil disobedience. “I was 
first arrested back in the 1970s 
in graduate school in the anti- 
war movement.

I think that 
the climate crisis is an existential 
threat and one that will hit those 
who are least responsible the 
hardest both globally and locally.

Cahalan said, “John Henry 
said we need love, that’s what 
we need and that’s true. Green- 
belt used to have a sign that said 
we’re building the inclusive com- 
munity. We’re building, working, 
laboring. We’re not there yet, but 
we'll get there.”

“It’s a whole world of very 
serious bingo players,” said Lei 
Zong, 44, an engineering manager 
and one of a team of volunteers 
who worked all summer toward 
last weekend’s Greenbelt Youth 
Baseball bingo. “I feel like after 
this they really should make a 
Netflix show.” 

Proceeds from St. Hugh’s bin- 
go will fund the parish’s food 
pantry, which serves 50 to 60 
families weekly, said Mary Ann 
Tretler, 68, president of The La- 
dies of Charity. 

Patrick Keaton, 45, a project 
manager and Greenbelt Youth 
Baseball treasurer, said the league 
will use its proceeds for equip- 
ment and field improvements. 
The league aims to update aging 
batting cages and is working with 
the city to acquire storage space 
at multiple fields. 

Both events took a lot of plan- 
ning to overcome challenges. 

The Ladies of Charity decided 
to hold its bingo in Grenoble 
Hall due to the challenge of re- 
cruiting enough volunteers, said 
Tretler. 

The ongoing Covid-19 pan- 
demic compounded some elderly 
and disabled parishioners’ con- 
cerns about extreme heat and 
accessibility at the Festival site. 
Hosting bingo in St. Hugh’s air- 
conditioned hall helped The La- 
dies of Charity get enough help 
to run the event. 

“There’s enough of us who 
want to attempt to get back to 
some normality,” Tretler said. 
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Labor Day bingo at St. Hugh’s 


Zong said experienced bingo 
volunteers mentored Greenbelt 
Youth Baseball parents on top- 
ics from how much petty cash to 
have on hand to the application 
process for county permits. 

Sara Mazursky, 46, a deputy 
director at Johns Hopkins, and 
Clark Rushing, 39, an ecology 
professor, were playing 18 cards 
between them Saturday afternoon 
at the Festival while they waited 
for Anya Rushing, 39, who works 
for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service, to join.

Council Looks at Unencumbered 
ARPA Funds of about $7 Million

Following the Special Meeting 
on Premium Pay for city employ- 
ees on Monday, August 29, the 
Greenbelt City Council began 
its worksession to consider the 
remaining American Rescue Plan 
Act (ARPA) funding priorities. 

As of August 8, May- 
or Emmett Jordan reported 
the total ARPA funding avail- 
able is $22,890,228 of which 
$14,902,800 is encumbered or 
allocated, leaving council with 
$7,987,428 to spend on the 
ARPA funding priorities that 
have not been funded. Interim 
City Manager Timothy George 
mentioned that, after the pre- 
mium pay was encumbered, the 
remainder of funds would be 
close to $7,000,000. Of the ARPA 
monies spent, 61 percent has 
gone to rental and homeown- 
ers assistance (46 percent) and 
business assistance (15 percent). 
The remaining monies have gone 
to infrastructure, recreation and 
other programs. George said he 
was hoping to fully encumber all 
ARPA spending by early 2023 
because delays in construction 
could result in returning unspent 
ARPA monies to the government 
by the end of 2024. 

Priority Categories 

Jordan then suggested cat- 
egories to group ARPA spending 
priorities so that priorities can 
be combined or deferred to stay 
within the ARPA funding budget. 
The categories are infrastructure, 


security, recreation, pedestrian 
and bike transit, and equity in- 
vestment (including health). In 
looking over the items, Council- 
member Judith Davis suggested 
eliminating building security pri- 
orities from the ARPA priority 
list. Funding with monies from 
sources other than ARPA is more 
appropriate because ARPA money 
is to help people, not protect city 
buildings. Councilmember Kristen 
Weaver pointed out that some of 
the priorities were more a pro- 
posal than a project, so costing 
those priorities might be difficult. 

Council recognized the need to 
define each priority and category 
in more detail. George suggested 
that he could provide estimates 
on costing for items. In addition, 
a tracking system should provide 
updates to council every few 
months as more information be- 
comes available.
